Reference to the unusual length of 
the inquiry wag made by T. J. Murray, 
K.C., counsel for the Wheat Poo! 
Within a short time, he said, Pool 
officials would be forced to pay closer 
attention ‘o the organization's affairs 
and he feared would not be of much 
assistance to the commisston He 
urged hearings be expedited so that 
these officials could give evidence 
while they were available 

Commissioner Williams; queried by 
T. J. Thorson, counsel for J, R, Mur- 
ray, whose charges are being investig- 
ated, said he had not decided whether 
sittings would be held at rural points, 
He would make an announcement next 
week, 

Adjournment wes made until Mon- 
day morning when J, M. Mahoney, 
general manager of the Wheat Pool 
Elevators system, will again take the 
witness stand, He will be under 
cross-examination by Mr, ‘Thorson,

CONVERSION LOAN 


New Long - “Term Bonds 


to be Offered for 
$250,000,000

OTTAWA, Ont., April 30,—Official 
announcement was made by Premier 
R. B, Bennett today thal the domin- 
jon government was preparing plans 
for a new long term conversion issue, 
The new bonds to be offered at this 
time will be for the conversion of a 
part of all issues maturing between 
now and the end of 1034 

“A definite announcement of the 
conversion plan,” the prime minister 
declares in his statement, “will be 
made only when the government ts 
satisfied that every detail has been 
arranged for a dominion-wide oppor- 
tunity for holders of existing bonds 
to place their applications for con- 
version.” 

The prime minister's statement in- 
dicates that the preparations for the 
new loan have not reached the com- 
pleted stage reports from New York 
last night set forth. It is understood, 
however, that the loan, announce- 
ment of which was forecast from here 
last night, will be for approximately 
$250,000,000 at 4'4 per cent. and for a 
jong term. The total value of bonds 
coming due in the next four years, 
which are to be taken care of in part 
by the conversion loan is $1,083,000,- 
000, It ts expected the loan will be 
offered in 10 or 15 days,

SECTIONALISM DOES NOT PAY 


There is talk in the maritime provinces 


of a movement to boycott Ontario pro- 
lucts, unless the larger province buys 
more of the products of the maritimes, 


It will likely end in talk, That at least is | 
to be hoped. Once such interprovincial 
boycotting were started, there is no tell- 
ing where it would end, 

The people of any province can find 
reasons for thinking that the people of 
some other province do not buy enough 
of their products. If thinking that were 
accepted as proper ground for a boycott, 
reprisals would follow as a matter of 
course, and the Dominion would become 
only an association of bickering groups, 
engaged in the bootless business of trying 
to injure each other, Prosperity cannot 
be reached by that road, 


“TIDING OVER” 

Mr. Snowden has obviously, and ad- 
mittedly, adopted a badget of expedients 
to bridge the gap of $186,000,000 between 
the probable revenue and the proposed 
expenditure of the Government of Great 
Britain during the coming fiscal year. 

He proposes to take $100,000,000 from 
the fund that has been maintained in New 
York ever since war days to stabilize ex- 
change. And the date for the payment of 
income taxes is to be advanced so as to 
make the bulk of the taxes fall due within 
this fiscal period. 

These, the Chancellor explains, are 
temporary measures by which it is hoped 
to meet a temporary situation. For the 
following year he counts on a recovery of 
trade and his new land tax scheme to 
»rovide the funds required, 

Pritain, that is to say, is treating the 
deficit as an extraordinary loss, to be met 
by expedients, rather than by a drastic 
increase in taxation, The new land tax 
will contribute nothing to this year's 
revenue; and would probably have been 


brought into operation as a permanent 
impost if there had been no deficit in 
prospect, ° 

Another government has thus taken 


the ground that government financing in 
a time of depression should be along a 
line similar to that adopted in time of 
war; rather than that a frenzied attempt 
should be made to extract revenue from 
the hard-pressed taxpayers to meet the 
loss in a single year, The Government at 
Ottawa, it is to be hoped, will follow suit. 
This is a poor time to try to take money 
out of pockets, which are uncommonly 
flabby.

The tragedy of the situation is that 
Mr. Bennett actually believes western 
farmers are a good deal better off than 
they are. He simply cannot conceive that 
they are in the plight they are in; any 
more than he could a year ago get down 
to earth and discuss unemployment on the 


basis of facts and figures. Mr, Bennett in

STILL CANADA'S CENTURY 


There will be unanimous agreement 
that Sir Joaiah Stamp took safe ground 
when he said the present paralytic coadi- 
tion of world trade is not likely to show 
any marked improvement for three months 
at least, 

Unfortunately, the evidence is all in 
that direction. The outlook is for a quiet 
summer, compared with the fevered ac- 
tivity of some recent years. Perhaps the 
sooner that is accepted as being the out+ 
look, and people stop fretting about what 
is not likely to happen, the better. Making 
the best of things as they are, and not 
wasting nervous energy trying to forecast 
what may be coming, looks like a good 
working rule just now. 

Sir Josiah’s further remark, that when 
the tide turns Canada will respond quick- 
ly to the change of current, may be taken 
as something more than a courteous ex- 
pression of good wishes. ‘The economist 
could have pointed to substantia] facts to 
verify his predjction had he chosen to do 
80, 


The resources of the Dominion have 
not shrivelled up, nor shifted to soine 
other part of the world. They are as vast 
and varied as they ever were, and they 
are still ours. When the world is once 
again ready to do business it will find 
Canada doing business at the old stand, 
and on a larger and steadily enlarging 
scale, 

It is still true that this century “be- 
longs” to Canada, The return of normal 
world conditions, whenever it may come, 
will create as many opportunities as there 
ever were in this country for the exercise 
of initiative and industry, with as large 
rewards offered for well-directed ambi- 
tion.

SCALY COMPLEXIONS 
A youthful, healthy complexion 1s 
characterized by @ clearness or trans- 


parency and a soft, velvety texture, 
If the skin lacks the normal amount 
of oil the complexion becomes scaly 
and the clearness is replaced by a 
dull, sallow hue. When the akin 
takes on this condition milady should 
look fifst to her general health, If 
the digestive tract is clogged or if 
she has neglected to take a sufficient 
amount of exercise in the open air 
the resulta are pretty sure to be indi« 
cated by a dull, lifeless complexion. 

Whatever the cause of the dryness, 
definite steps must be taken to im- 
prove the condition, For in addition 
to being most unattractive it ts the 
{dry skin which wrinkles early in life, 
Sometiems the condition is due to 
external causes such as washing with 
harsh soaps and failure to rinse or 
dry the skin thoroughly; washing in 
hard water or washing loo frequently 
{with soap and water, Many have | 
‘found that a simple change in the 
cleansing methods will restore beauty 
to a skin which has faded and be- 
come scaly, 

As a rule, dry complexions should 
be cleansed with a good cleansing | 
cream or of], Powder and make-up 
should never be applied directly to a 
linen, Finally pat skin gently with a 
skin inclined to be dry and it will be 
found that a thin film of cok cream 
makes a very fine powder base At} 
night all make-up and soil should be 
removed with cleansing ofl and a tis- 
sue creani or skin food should be 
gently patted or massaged into the 
skin and left on overnight. 

An off facial combined with a salt 
rub makes an excellent weekly treat- 
ment for a dry sealy skin, In giving 
this treatment, firat sponge face and 
neok with mild astringent lotion, dry 
and cleanse with an olly cleansing 
cream, Then make a pad of absorbent 
cotton covered with gauze; dip this 
first into cold cream and then nto 
very fine table salt. Rub this over 
the skin with a gentle, rotary motion 
in an upward, outward direction. To} 
remove sell, apply more cream and 
Wipe akin clean with tissue. The salt 
cvrrectsa the scaly, rough appearance 
of the skin and also stimulates the 
cirewlation, Next apply tissue cream, | 
patting it into the skin. 

In the meantime, have about three 
tablespoonsful of Olive ol] heated and 
have some gauze cut into a half dozen 
strips of seven-inch lengths, Dip these 
strips into the warm oll and lay on 
the skin side by side, beginning at 
base of throat, The strips are easier 
to apply than one piece of gauze 
large enough to cover the face, After 
all strips are adjusted wring a towel 
from hot water and lay over face and | 
neck. Before it cools replace with 


another hot towel. Steam the skin in 
| this way four times. 

| Remove the oily strips and finish 
the treatment by rubbing skin with « 
cold patter or piece of ice wrapped in 
linen, Finally pat skin gently with a 
piece of absorbent cotton saturated 
with mild skin tonic. Allow this to 
dry on the skin,

Tree Planting Will 


Start Arbor Day; 
Right Method Given

As Arbor Day approaches 
thoughts of all tree lovers turn 
wards the planting of trees to beauti- 
fy the home and garden, Often trees | 
die shortly after being transplanted, | 
and this is due to a great extent to 
the fact that many are ignorant as 
to the proper method of transplanting | 
a tree 

The following method

(1) Mark circle 36 to 48 inches in 
diameter with sharp spade, and re- 
move top inch, including grass 

(2) Dig hole 18 inches deep and | 
loosen earth in bottom 4 to 5 inches 
Do not be frightened to dig the hole 
large enough to allow for plenty of 
new earth under and around roots of | 
newly planted tree. New root shoots |
